Fron  the  standpoiat  of  the  French 
people  the  depreciation  in  the  value  of 
the  franc  has  its  advantages.  For  one 
thing  taxation  in  France  is  very  much 
lighter  than  it  would  be  were  the  par 
value  of  the  franc  tnaintained.  It  is 
true,  as  one  commentator  oh  the  situ- 
atioa  says»  that  the  French  citizen  loses 
by  currency  depreciation  in  his  capa- 
city as  bondholder.  He  gains,  however, 
in  his  capacity  as  taxpayer.  This  com- 
mentator suggests  that  his  Rains  can 
eel  his  losses  so  far  as  the  interual  in- 
debtedneae  of  France  "is  eoaeerned. 
\\'hen  the  external  indebtedness  is 
brought  into  the  computation  it 
appears  to  be  a  fact  that  the  gains 
made  through  franc  depreciation 
exceed  the  losses,  for  it  is  pointed  out 
that  the  interest  on  the  exteraal  debt 

has  been  reduced  to  one  ninth  of  its 
value  at  the  time  the  debt  was  incurred. 
In  other  words,  if^thib  argument  is  cor- 
rect, the  I-'renrh  people  derive  substan- 
tial benefits  from  the  depreciation  of 
their  fraac.  thougk  it  eaa  hardly  be 

lai^  that  they  gain  added  pre.stige  in 
the  eyea  of  other  'nations  to  whom  they 
aire  debtors. 

TOURIST  TRAFFIC 


Ontario  is  the  chief  beneficiary 
from  the  tourist  traffic  in  Canada. 
Duriag  1925,  2,419,144  aiotoT  cars  en- 
tered the  Ooniinioii  for  periods  of 
from  one  day  to  six  months.  Of 
these  1,521,277  entered  Ontario.  -  Ih^ew 
Brunswick  alao  benefiis  largely,  and, 
indeed,  to  a  far  greater  extent  than 
Qiiehec,  having  secured  488,430  ears 
of  the  1925  traffic,  whereas  Quebec 
only  secured  255,914.  An  estimate  has 
been  made  by  "Natural  Resources"  of 
the  value  of  the  tourist  traffic  to 
Canada,  and  this  is  set  down  as 
$188,555,400.  of  which  amount  $97,- 
973.400  remalaad  in  Oatario  and  $45,- 

873,460  in  Quebec  The  preponder- 
ance of  motoring  tourists  who  visit 
Eastern  Canada  is  cxplahied  by  the 
contiguity  of  that  portion  of  the  Do- 
minion to  the  densely  settled  areas  of 
the  United  States.  The  tourist  traffic 
in  Western  Canada  is  as  yet  trifling 
as  that  compared  to  tittt  in  the  Bast 
of  the  Dominion.
